According to authorities, these 
“extra curricular” activities were 
carried on by persons who came to 
the Point as defense -workers and 
thus were able to rent homes, but 
devoted most of their time to their 
sidelines 

When Executive Director John 
W. Beard reported this to the 
Housing Authority, the commission 
went on record to put a quick stop 
to such activities and instructed 
Mr. Beard to keep the police and 
the F.BI. informed of any further 
violations.

Tenants Improve 
Parking Problem 


The parking g aitidation which has 
become quite a major problem at 
Candlestick has improved consider- 
ably, and the management wishes 
to thank tenants for their coopera- 
tion. Cars which had formerly been 
driven upon the grounds of the pro- 
ject are now being parked neatly 
along the street where they belong. 

Car parking on the project ground 
not only endangers the lives of 
children, who are constantly coming 
in close proximitity to backing car 
wheels, but also cepise constant 
damage to the water and gas mains. 
The power mains are installed only 
a few inches below the surface of 
the ground, and the weight of the 
heavy cars damage them consider- 
ably. 

“We certainly appreciate the co- 
operation from the residents on our 
very serious parking problem,” said 
George W. Stevens, manager of 
Candlestick. “Police officers had to 
give tickets to some, which helped 
them to remember.” 

The management is not trying to 
deny tenants the privilege of park- 
ing, Mr. Stevens said, but is primar- 
ily trying to protect the families in 
the community» Broken gas mains 
may endanger lives.

The Double Rock gardener show- 
ed the children how to prepare the 
soil and plant their seed, and taught 
them how to water carefully when 
plants started to break through the 
ground. The children have tended 
their gardens lovingly and sprinkled 
and cared for their plots of ground 
faithfully. 


Augustine Jackson, six years old, 
is very proud of the onions, toma- 
toes, and yes, spinach, which. he 
planted with his own tiny hands, 
and he goes.every day to watch 
them grow. Many new gardens are

noon of the first day of attack not 
a Jap fighter showed up in the air 
to do battle.

Lt. Comdr. Harry W. Harrison, 
jr., Lt. Comdr, William G. Privette, 
jr.. and Lt. Comdr. Donald Ingle- 
slew led the squadrons that made 
seven separate strikes against Truk 
on 16 February. The action was so 
concentrated in fury that squadron 
after squadron literally waited in 
line to add their bit to the destruc- 
tion. 

Commander Harrison’s fighter 
Squadron were the first American 
fliers to enter into battle above the 
Jap navy base. The squadron had 
as their objectives the fighter field 
of Eten Island. protecting the Truk 
anchorage. It was this group that 
also sighted the two light cruisers 
near the north pass of the atoll 
which later were sunk. 


The 33-year-old fighter squadron 
commander revealed that in his 
initial run over Truk he saw the 
first Zero he had ever seen and that 
he shot down the second one that 
he saw. 


Tall, blonde, 28-year-old Comdr. 
Privette, of Chapel Hill, N. C. led 
his Avenger torpedo plane squadron 
in a general raid on shipping in the 
harbors, 


“One of the planes started a run 
on one ship and saw something he 
liked better. He winged over, dived 
again and launched his torpedo. It 
was an ammunition ship and the 
explosion splattered over about 
three-quarters of a mile, taking our 
pilot with it. 

“There was a whale of a big ship 
there one minute and the next min- 
ute there was nothing.” 

Comdr. Harrison explained that 
about 1 p.m. his fighter squadron 
took off to look for any ships that 
had gotten out through the pass. 


“We discovered what looked like 
three cruisers and a destroyer dead 
in the water. I saw Ingerslew’s 
bombers go down, trying to hit the 
ship which was maneuvering nicely. 
Suddenly the ship was completely 
blotted out by a brownish, dirty 
smoke cloud. When the cloud 
cleared the cruiser was dead in the 
water. 

“When Slew’s (Comdr. Ingerslew) 
bombers got that direct hit,” Com- 
mander Privette broke in, “all AA 
guns stopped. Seemed to us like the 
hit must have knocked them all 
out temporarily. We went on in 
with no trouble at all and scored at 
least two torpedo hits. She took a 
hell of a list to port and was dead 
in the 'water. When she keeled over 
we could see the fiery red color of 
her bottom.” 


Later afternoon action reported 
by the three squadron commanders 
included the sinking of a very large 
cargo vessel which was hit amid 
ships and broke in two sinking 
immediately and hits on two oilers, . 
ene of which was burning fiercely 
as the planes left to look for more 
victims. 

The dive bombers and torpedo 
planes made a combined attack 
upon airfields and shipping just be- 
fore dusk and Comdr. Harrison 
made an observation flight. 

He reported that of 30 or more 
ships located in the harbor in the 
morning, only nine were still visible. . 
Three were burning hard in the 
eastern anchorage and six were 
huddled in the western anchorage, 
apparently not badly damaged. 
Large fires were burning on all the 
airfields.

The creamed vegetable 
seems to neutralize some of that 
flavor. Onion's or tomatoes add zip 
and zest.

BEAUTY TIPS - 


Next time you buy a bandana for 
your hair, get several so that you 
can have a clean one every day. 
Better for the hair; makes for 
greater personal cleanliness. You 
can wash the week’s supply at one 
time and iron them in a jiffy just 
by laying one on top of the other 
and pressing to top one thoroughly. 

Instead of discarding those lem- 
ons after squeezing, keep them on 
a soap dish near the sink. Rub the 
pulp on your hands after washing 
—the lemon juice helps to keep the 
skin soft and smooth. 


EVER TRY A-TWO-AND- 
TWO STEW? 


Next time you’re having stew, use 
two kinds of meat instead of one. 
For example: buy 3/4 Ib.-lean veal 
stew chunks and 3/4 lb. stew lamb. 
Brown the pieces in hot fat, cover 
with cold water, add a clove of 
garlic and cook as usual. When 
meat is almost tender, add the vege- 
tables. Carrots, canned string beans 
and canned tomatoes make a good 
combination of flavors. Veal, you 
know, is lean, mild in flavor, Lamb 
has a more decided flavor,-more 
inclined to-be fat. The two together 
strike a good balance. ; 


TRY THIS HOT MUSTARD 
SAUCE 


Spring seems to call for a pepper- 
upper, such.as horseradish or-mus- 
tard sauce. If you want a really hot 
mustard for greens or meats, make 
this one: 

1 egg, well beaten 

1 tablesp. sugar 

1/4 teasp. salt 

3 tablesp. dry mustard 

1/2 cup white vinegar 

1 tablesp. olive oil 

Mix egg, sugar, salt, mustard and 
vinegar in top of double boiler, and 
cook, ‘stirring, until thick. Cool, 
then stir in oil, Serve cold on meat 
or greens. 


- BAKED FUDGE PUDDING 


1 cup sifted flour 

2 teasps. baking powder 
1/2 teasp. salt 

1/2 cup sugar 

2 tablesps. cocoa 
TOPPING 

3/4 cup brown sugar 
1/4 cup cocoa 


Sift together flour, baking powder, Salt sugar and cocoa into 
| mixing bowl..Add nuts, then stir in milk, vanilla and melted 
shortening, Spread in greased 8-inch square pan or shallow oven- 


glass baking dish. Mix brown sugar and cocoa and sprinkle over 
batter. Pour hot water gently over all and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) about 45 minutes. As the pudding bakes, the 
batter rises through the rich chocolate sauce. Serve warm or cold 
with top milk or ice cream. Serves 8. 


ORANGE NUT BREAD 


1 medium-sized orange 

1 cup raisins 

2 tablesps. melted shortening 
1 teasp. vanilla 

1 egg, beaten 


Squeeze orange juice, measure, add boiling water to make 1 cup. 
Scrape out membrane from rind, and grind rind coarsely with raisins 
in food chopper (or chop on board with knife). Add orange juice, 
melted shortening, vanilla, and egg. Sift flour, salt, baking powder, 
soda and sugar, add to first mixture and mix well. Stir in nuts. 
Pour into greased loaf pan lined with doubled waxed paper, and 
bake in a moderate over (350 degrees) about 1 hour. This bread, 
served with sauce makes a wonderful dessert. Spread with butter 
it makes swell lunchbox sandwiches.
